There is 
Q.01 mid, 600 V tubular cap connected between one leg of the AC line 
(primary of the xformer) and ground. 


There is a 0.01 mfd, 1000V cap connected right after the rectifier tubes and 
right before the choke between B+ and ground. (big filter caps and voltage 
divider network are after the choke). 


What are these little caps for? They wouldn't have much if any filtering 
affect, it seems to me. Are they some sort of surge protection (short out 
at real high volts and protect the rest of the circuit?) Can I just clip 
them out and not fret about it?

I received at least 15 responses to my question, and tempted to add 
text's here, but that's to much work for a Saturday night. 


Brief summary: 

Those who have had success, and spoke highly of the 

devices wound them for the most part on PVC pipe, using from Romex 
3 conductor, to 20 Gauge insulated hookup wire. In all but one 
respondent was feeding a single band antenna, with proper feed 
impedance. 


A couple spoke of heating problems, but they were using Ferrite 
Cores and not using proper impedances. 


There were also comments about proper Resistive loads for them 
to work effectively. 


My experience on Saturday - June 28th- 

I remembered mid morning that I had in a junk box what looked like 
a couple B&W air wound coils, but had discarded them as there were 
two windings per coil. Went searching and once found, they looked 
like B@W stock but not marked and had two parallel windings, and 
had two coils. So hooked them up as a 4:1 Balun and installed. 
The darn thing seems to be working from 80 through 10 meters, at 


least the receiver has good normal back ground noise, as with 
antenna tuner connected and don't seem to heat up with my mighty 
100 watts from the 32V-2 (100 Watts). 


I will run some basic tests this comming week and see what the 
real result is, but for now I'm satisfied - May even build 
up a high power version on Sunday.

This is a very standard position for an RF hash filter in the primary 

power circuit. That .01 is low impedance at IF frequencies, and close 

to a dead short at popular ham band frequencies. Serves as a barrier 
between the inside and the outside of the unit for RF transmission 

either way. 


> 

> There is a 0.01 mfd, 1000V cap connected right after the rectifier tubes and 
> right before the choke between B+ and ground. (big filter caps and voltage 
> divider network are after the choke). 


Sounds like a hash filter for the rectifier stage. Will filter out 
switching transient noise coming from the rectifier tube. 

> 

What are these little caps for? They wouldn't have much if any filtering 
affect, it seems to me. Are they some sort of surge protection (short out 
at real high volts and protect the rest of the circuit?) Can I just clip 
them out and not fret about it?

No, they don't have much effect at power line frequencies---even 400 
Hz. However, you can get much higher frequencies running around 
inside a box. Some designer felt that this filtering was needed when 
the unit was designed, probably after some testing. So unless you are 
prepared to re-engineer the box, and/or deal with mysterious noises 
and RFI, I'd leave them in the circuit. 


For replacements, you can use a canned hash filter in the primary 
power line or a .01 cap of the type that is specifically made for this 
application. Dunno how big Sprague makes their 1600 volt orange 
drops, but using something like that works just fine. Also, in the B 
circuit application, remember that electrolytics get pretty rubbery at 
high audio frequencies. Very standard to use an electrolytic with a 
.01 in parallel to guaranteed good AC ground up into the HF RF region.

Some questions have been asked as to why some equipment is provided 
with fuses in the nuetral leg. One thing to consider is that a lot 
of mil gear can be wired for either 120 or 240 volt. In 240 volt 
service both power leads are hot, and then should be fused. 


Also, some calibration labs and high-end audio production facilities 
have been known to wire their power distribution as 120 volt balanced. 
That is, using a transformer with a center tapped 120 volt secondary 
to feed the breaker panel that feeds power to their technical 
facilities. In this case ensuring that both power legs are fused 

(or properly breakered) is very important.

Station Control, consisting of: speaker, patch chassis and lever 
switches (with 1 of 2 lever knobs), cables, some original screws and 
nuts, the RCA jack and insulator for the meter light, and some other 
stuff (mike connector, phone jack, miniature switch) that I probably 
kluged in about 25 or 30 years ago.

I agree with Sandy it is awkward to use but sure looks neat. 

The name apparently comes from MONitor KEYer. Literature uses 

a monkey logo. Manual says adjustable speed 8 to 45 wpm but uses a 
multi-position switch so each position is fixed by resistors. Don't 
think tone is adjustable. I recall it uses a 35W4 and couple 12AU7s. 
Relay output. 

It has no transformer, has resistance line cord. You can have 120 volts 
on the mechanical parts so keep that plastic cover in place.

Greetings. 


I'm finally getting serious about restoration of the Globe King 400 I've been 
fooling with for the past couple of years. It looks like unmodification is the 
first order of business. 


One of the first parts of that is the old Body and Fender work. 


The modulator and plate supply decks are in pretty fair shape on that score, but 
the RF deck has some repairs coming; four screw holes (to hold on some unstock 
shielding), and two holes for added controls (spotting pushbutton, and drive 
level pot connected into the 807 screen circuit). 


Some Bondo auto body filler and backup plates should take care of the holes 
without too much hassle. More of a problem is matching paint to cover the 
repairs. 


Anyone out there got recommendations for a touchup paint that gives a good color 
match for the gray that Leo used on his Globe Kings? It would also be useful for 
minor scratch touchup on my Globe King 500. 


BTW, I just made a VERY interesting discovery in the de-TVIing mods in this rig. 
I've just GOTTA share it. 


The modifier added an RF choke to the PA plate circuit. It is bolted to the 
chassis between the V70D sockets. Not an unreasonable thing to do, except for 
one little thing. 


If you turn the PA coupling link knob slightly past the maximum coupling 
position, the link swings into the top terminal of the new RF choke, quite 
effectively shorting 1400 VDC to ground if you use a coax fed antenna! 


This minor problem could have been prevented with the addition of a simple stop 
on the link shaft to limit it's range. In addition to that, I'd have drilled the 
mounting screw hole for the choke about one inch farther back; if nothing else, 
it would have moved the choke a bit farther away from those hot tube envelopes! 


REALLY glad I found this one before firing up the plate supply for a test! :-)
